SETTLERS ON SCHOOL LANDS MAY 
LOSE THEIR RIGHTS. 
-- - - 
Important Suit Filed at Bakersfield 
to Test the Matter—Arrest of Three 


Supposed Highwaymen, One of Whom 
Makes a Confession. 


. BAKERSFIELD, April 18.—{Reguler 
Correspondence.] An interesting suit, 
the decision in which may tend to de- 
termine to a great extent the rights 
granted settlers on school lands, was 
filed this morning by J. W. Waltman 
against Joseph E. Morris. The prop- 
erty involved is the east half of sec- 
tion 16, township 10, range 23. 

According to the complaint this land, 
since 1887, has been listed to the State 
and was subject to sale. The land is 
said to be sultable for cultivation, and 
it is on this point that Waltman bases 
his action. 

Ten years ago the land was sur- 
veyed and sectionized. In March, 1882, 
the defendant Morris filed an applica- 
tion to purchase all of section 16. It 
was set forth in the epplication that the 
land is not fit for cultivation. In De- 
cember, 1900, Waltman filed a pur- 
chaser’s application, and asserts that 
he is an actual! settier on the property 
in question since November, 1900. The 
application filed by Morris was ap- 
proved, and the conflicting applications 
resulted in a contest in the office of the 
Surveyor-General. 

As a result the matter was referred 
to the Superior Court of this county 
for settiement. Waltman asks that 
the purchaser's application filed by 
Morris and its approval by the State 
Surveyor-General, be declared null and 
vold, and that the Surveyor be ordered 
to approve the application filed by 
piaintiff and the certificate of pur- 
chase be given him. °

The in- 
ventor for a brief period rides upon 
the top wave of the tide of expectation, 
but usually he tumbles into the vortex 
and is all broken up by the surf before 
he is able to make a lending.

BEAUMONT (Tex.,) April 
18.—{Exclusive Dispatch.) The 
sixth great oil gusher was 
broughtin this afternoon at 
4:30.
